General Remarks. 


Number of scholars between five and fifteen years of age 
reported by the selectmen April, 1885 : boys 91, girls 73, 
total 164. In 13 districts there have been 32 terms, 22 di- 
ffrent teachers employed, and 313.8 weeks of school ; 158 
scholars attended the summer schools. There were 96 visits 
made by parents, 14 visits by prudential committee, 30 visits 
by superindent. In the fall there were 150 scholars, 67 visits 
made by parents, 9 by prudential committees, and 26 by 
superintendent. In the winter there were 132 scholars, 38 
visits made by parents, 9 by prudential committees, and 13 
by superintendent. The longest school in any district was 
27.8 weeks in district No. 6. The shortest school was in 
district No. 8, 17-2 weeks. 

With the present year we close the duties of super- 
intendent ; with its close also passes out of existance the old 
school system ; that system which we boasted of as being 
the making of New England’s influence, the stepping stone 
to New England’s greatness... As we close the record book 
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of the past. and cast a reflecting glance over its pages, we 
find we have omitted much on our part that ought to have 
been done. Has there been anything accomplished in the 
way of education on your part. 

During the last three years, the relations between 
teachers, scholars and superintendent have been pleasant. 
You have tried to heed the suggestions made ; you have by 
your diligent efforts reduced the absences more than fifty per 
cent, and in numerous (with the exception of Alstead village) 
ways fulfilled the duties of scholar. 

Although our relations have been pleasant, the super- 
intendent has felt it the duty he owed to education, some- 
times to criticise parents and scholars. It has been done 
with a view if possible to awaken greater interest, and call 
the attention to deficiencies that they might be remedied ; 
believing that no habit is liable to be corrected, unles the 
person is awaré of the error ; with that view, (although the 
task was one unpleasant) in my last report one scholar was 
quite sharply criticised. The scholar took it kindly as it was 
intended ; he realizedto what the habit was: tending, and 
we now find him present every day of the term, taking a 
new interest in his studies, not only benefiting himself but 
has thrown a halo of influence for good over the school and 
it has proved one of the most profitable terms in the last 
three years. 


Many a time in the history of our country a person who 
has been careless, thoughtless and indifferent to his studies, 
habits and actions, realized the situation surrounding him, 
and by some little effort seemed to shake himself from the 
lethargy into which he had fallen, put forth new effort, press. 
forward in dilligent and persistant action, until he became 
one of the leading, active, shining lights of society. 

If the scholar realized how much money and labor. were 
spent that he might acquire an education; that the rules 
and regulations of school were intended for his benefit solely; 
then would he need of nothing but mild suggestions to make 
him studious, dutiful and obedient. As a general prin- 
cipal, he who is petted, waited upon, every wish gratified, 
all the rough places of early life smoothed over for him, 
and rocked in the cradle opulence ; becomes deaden in 
faculties, effeminate in character, and shrinks from entering 
into the active arena of life. 

Those who have overcome dificulties, who have grappled 
with active thought in early years and succeeded, who have 
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met discouragements in the way and passed them. He is 
prepared when he steps over the threshold of youth to grap- 
ple with the problems and questions of the hour and enter 
the broad field of active manhood. 

Our district schools are organized to assist the young in 
preparing themselves for the future duties of life. That 
system or method of instruction which discloses the broadest 
plan, and lays the most thorough foundation for the future 
structure, is the one best adapted to our wants.

The school year, as a whole, has been one of general im- 
provement in the various branches pursued, and in the good 
order maintained, the teachers, each in their varied ways, 
have been faithful in school work, performing their duties 
with marked ability, and giving satisfaction to the Board. 

We can never expect to bring our schools up to the proper 
standard, until the parents themselves, realize their respon- 
sibility in the work, encourage the teachers, visit the schools 
and keep thcir children i in school.
